HE NEW YORK /OURNAL is talking with all its voice against 
imperialism. It is so frightened by imperialism that it can't sleep 
nights—or days. Mr. Bryan says his first act as president, after cheapen- 
ing money to the extent of about fifty cents on the dollar, will be to call 
congress together in extra session with the purpose of hauling down the 
flag in the Philippines and withdrawing the army from that part of the 
world, regardless of the sacrifice that has been made and the cost of its 
work as far as that has gone. The Journal indorses that, though it said 
August 17th, 1898, “ The capture of Manila has made us masters of the 
Philippines, and the American diplomat who would give them up would 
find it advisable to stay abroad for the rest of his life.” Again it said, 
August 12th of the same year, “ The American flag is up at Manila. Let 
it wave there until the people of the Philippines, under American protec- 
tion, have grown into capacity for full self-government. That is the just, 
the American, policy. Nail the flag to the mast!’ January 6th, 1899, it 
vigorously characterized action and talk against this policy as treasonable 
opposition, adding with apparent truthfulness, “If the Democracy shall 
once be thoroughly identified with opposition to American progress it will 
be the most hopelessly beaten party that has ever been known in the 
United States since the days of the federalists.” February 8th, 1899, it 
said, “‘ Now that Aguinaldo has chosen to appeal to force he will get all 
the force he wants. We shall give the Filipinos real liberty—not a gold- 
whistle dictatorship. The first step ought to be the capture of Aguinaldo 
and his shipment to this side of the Pacific.” The paper was very careful 
to oppose every suggestion of imperialism. ‘It is hastily assumed,” it said 
June 13th, 1898, “that any carrying of the flag away from home means 
imperialism. That is a mistake. To con-

The Philip- 
pines are in point. A splendid naval victory has 
made us mas‘ers there. Should we keep them or 
give them up? An ‘imperialism’ which means the 
spread of American power, free institutions and 
human happiness is not an ‘imperialism’ to be 
feared by anybody who has faith in the vitality of 
this republic and confiience in the democratic prin- 
ciples on which it is founded.” 

“We remember,” says the Journal 
of June 2d, 1898, “that Jefferson bought 
Louisiana, but the names of the constitu- 
tional lawyers who opposed the purchase 
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that has guided us has hesitated at no 

proper sacrifice, and the record of these eeesaate Wek 

eventful four years has won the respect of 

the world. Whether Mr. Bryan would have left the Americans in China 
to their awful fate rather than encounter the cry of imperialism is not 
exactly known, but we do know that President McKinley didn't. Whether 
our money would have been worth fifty or one hundred cents on the dollar 
with Mr. Bryan as the executive cannot be accurately told, but we know 
that under President McKinley the dollar of-one hundred cents prevails. 
Whether populism under its new name is statesmanship is extremely doubt- 
ful; but that the rule of the Republican party is wise has been shown most 
of the time for the last forty-four years. It is the party of the union, of 
justice and fair play, of the law and the courts, of the people regardless of 
cliques and combinations, of common sense and of courage, of peace when 
peace is possible, and of war when war becomes the only road to honor- 
able peace.

But our people did not thoroughly learn the lesson of the lean years 
from 1884 to 1888. The warning of the half-tilled dinner-pail was 
not sufficient.

THE early part of the year 1892 was the most prosperous period the 
country had ever known up to that time. That same year, whose 
opening was so splendid, closed in the deepest gloom. The people had 
fatuously, and apparently without realizing the consequences of their ac- 
tion, declared in substance for free trade. The election was scarcely 
over before its effect was felt. Business—well, there ceased to be any 
business. Idle men went about the streets. Charity was taxed to its 
utmost to relieve suffering. Machinery rusted. Capital went into con- 
cealment. Panic, widespread and ‘disastrots’ beyond comparison, para- 
lyzed industry. Hopelessness became the general condition. Banks were 
unable to meet the demands upon them. Railroads by scores went into 
the hands of receivers.

avoided the palpable facts that the protective tariff had developed our labor and 


resources, raised our industries to a respectable position, and concentrated in our country 
the largest and most skillful army of industrial operatives in the world. The industries 
were prostrated and the army demoralized by those changed conditions, to glorify a 
theory. Had the eight years of Cleveland and the theorists not intervened we should _ tion. 
nearly a decade ago have been in the position that we are now, that of successfully 








competing in the world’s markets with the producers of Europe. 


EPRESSION in trade continued until the presidential election of 1896 was decided. 
That decision was a repudiation of the Cleveland theory and of the Bryan theory. 


Realizing at last that the free- 
trade propaganda had _ inflicted 
woeful injury upon the country, 
the Democrats in the campaign of 
that year did not insist upon hav- 
ing that issue prominent. They 
did not repent nor recant. Still 
they clung to their error. They 
put a mask of silver upon their 
free-trade goddess, inviting battle 
upon the silver issue—an issue of 
demagogism; and they encount- 
ered a defeat that was followed by 
the return of Republican prosper- 
ity. The masses of the people 
realized the fact that free silver 
was as dangerous to the country 
as free trade. Reflecting men have 
long ago reached the conclusion 
that the defeat of Bryan preserved 
the country from a calamity as 
great as that which followed the 
election of Cleveland in 1892. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Bryan has re- 
cently uttered these words: “ The 
Democrats who are coming back 
must not expect a single depart- 
ure to be made from the position 
taken by the party in 1896.” The 
same old party, with the same old 
issues, with its calamitous theories, 
is to confront, in 1900, the con- 
dition of prosperity which the 
Republican patty has_ restored. 
Doubtless Mr. Bryan would make 
departures from the Democratic 
deliverances of 1896 if he could. 
But what else could he take up? 
The McKinley administration, 
with its record of triumph in war, 
expansion in trade and territory, 
and in the opportunities of our 
people, is impregnable.

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HE year 1897, the first of the McKinley administration, 
showed a marked reduction in the percentage of busi- 
ness failures as compared with that of every preceding year 
back to 1893, the first of the second Cleveland administra-. 
In 1897 there were 13,090 failures, against 15,112 in 
1896, and 15,560 in 1893. Liabilities of business failures 


were smaller in 1899 than in any other year, except in 1880 
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and 1881, for a quarter of a century. The average of 
liabilities, too, was smaller than in any previous year. The 
ratio of defaults in 1899 was but 97 cents for each $1,000 


of liabilities, the smallest percent- 
age ever known. Even these 
figures would have been bettered 
had it not been for the failures 
produced by speculation. The 
failures for $100,000 or more in 
1899 amounted to $31,522,186, 
and for 1897 to $98,503,932, the 
decrease in 1899 being more than 
two-thirds. The liabilities for small 
failures in 1899 were $59,356,703, 
and in 1896 they were $1 27,592,902, 
a decrease of one-half. Decreases 
like these count materially. They 
demonstrate increase of prosperity.

T# E Wilson law provided for a 

duty of twenty-five per cent. 
on cut diamonds and of ten per 
cent. on uncut. The Dingley law 
admits uncut stones free of duty, 
and taxes cut stones ten per cent.

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not build ships as well or as cheaply as England could. Indeed, when the increase of our 
Navy was under consideration there were publicists who said that our naval vessels must 
be “made in England,” and that they must be armed with English guns.

OTTON cloths to the value of $17,884,000 were exported in 1899. 


This was an 
increase of $4,000,000 over the record of 1897. 


Three-fourths of the increase 
went to China. Japan bought 
$5,000,000 worth of our raw 
cotton in 1897, and $7,000,000 
worth in 1899. Other oriental 
countries took 2,000,000 pounds 
more of our raw cotton in 1899 
than in 1897. These increases 
went through “ the open door.” 
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HE year 1899 was one of

These are merely the opening years 
of commercial expansion, the latest offspring of Republican 
prosperity.

AW materials were imported in 1899 to a value 
$50,000,000 in excess of the value of the imports in 
1898. In articles ready for consumption the increase in 
imports for 1899 was only about $2,000,000, This is a

ECAUSE of the Republican policy of 
encouraging internal improvements, 
and of the connecting link which makes 
continuous lake navigation easy, the com- 
merce of the great lakes has multiplied 
mightily.

In 1869 
there were carried on the lakes 239,568 tons of iron ore, and in 1899, 
15,328,240 tons. The copper tonnage increased from 18,662 tons in 
1869 to 120,090 tons in 1899.

A declaration in the 
Republican national platform of that year in favor of protection to 
American industries brought Pennsylvania, previously reliably Demo- 
cratic, into the Republican column, and assured the election of Atraham 
Lincoln as president. A protective tariff was one of the earliest con- 
sequences of that result. From that time the tariff, although attacked 
in various ways, was in the hands of its friends until 1892, when the 
Wilson crazy-quilt measure became a law. This bill brought and contin- 
ued disaster to the country. What happened in 1892 may happen again. 
We must be watchful and wakeful. Vigilance is necessary at all times. 
If there were no other question to be considered but that the federal 
government requires a large revenue to pay its expenses, that would be 
sufficient cause for upholding indirect taxation by the tariff, rather than the 
imposition of heavy direct taxes upon the people. 
* * * 
HE flax industry has been treated by free-trade advocates as of small 
consequence. In 1899, North Dakota alone raised flax to the value 
of $10,000,000, and a large mill was established at Fargo. for the reduction 
of flax straw before shipment to Niagara falls, for manufacture into 
manila paper. Not many years will elapse before we shall raise all. the 
flax we require and manufacture all its products—a branch of industry

FoR the year 1899 the value of our exports of domestic produce was 
$1,450,000,000—almost a billion and a half. 
imports was $727,0c0,009. The balance of trade in our favor was nearly 
two to one.

Republican prosperity made ours a billion-dollar 
country in 1898, and in 1899 it made it a_biilion-and-a-half-dollar 
country. The value of the exports for March, 1900, was $44,767,139, 
which was far greater than for any previous month in our history.
